Neuertheleſle, ue beleeue not that it was he whom they 
anciently choſe to be the Patrem of the fore- named Or- 
der: For the relation ot him who deliuered the Lady fro 
the Dragon is onely a Chriſtian Allegory, inuented to (et 
forth the better the Churches deliverance. Teſw Chriſt is 
the true S. George, and our Engliſh tutelary Sun; Euen 
he that commeth armed vpen the hte Horſe, Reu. 19. 11 
The Dragon hee ouerthrowes is the Beaſt mentioned in 
the ſame Chapter, and called (alittle before) the Dragon 
with ſcauen beads and ten hornes ; The Lady he delivers is 
that woman whom the Dragon perſecutes, Ru. 12. And 
to the honour of him 1 conceiue the moſt honourable 
Order of S. George to be continued, and this Day conſe- 
crated.
